OPPOSITION TO 
LARGER AREAS PLAN 

The bill dealing with Brownlee’s 
scheme for larger municipal areas 
igs in for arough passage when it 
comes before the legislature at the 
next session. 

Hundreds of farmers and ranchers 
in the foothills districts have signed 
petitiong expressing a strong opin- 
jon against the new scheme. The 
Alberta Association of Municipal 
Districts, at their annual meeting re- 
cently, passed a resolution Suninet 
its’ adoption. 

Thig ig strong opposition, and in 
spite of the premier’s enthusiasm 
for the larger areas scheme, it ap- 
pears doubtful if the bill will pass 
unless it ig considerably modified, 
and modification will defeat the ob- 
jective Mr. Brownlee has in view. 

Local prejudice and fear of losing 
local control in the administration 
of municipal affairs seem to be the 
only basis of objection to the larger 
areas scheme. 

It ig indeed unfortunate that a 
progressive step in municipal gov- 
ernment, a step which would bring 
about economies, consolidation, and 
a more uniform road building 
policy, should be sidetracked be- 
cause of local prejudice.

Under thirty years of age, weight 
that is definitely below the average 
is not desirable, Tuberculosis is 
frequently associated with a run- 
down physical condition, and under 
weight is a warning sign of such a 
condition. The younger person who 
ig too thin hag less power of re- 
sistance. 

Tuberculosis cannot be cured 
simply by adding weight to the 
body, but the chances of developing 
theedisease can be minimized by 
having the body fortified against the 
germs of tuberculosis. Resistance 
can be built up with adequate food, 
rest, fresh air, and sunshine. 

It is in the early adult years that 
tuberculosis reaps its largest har- 
vest. Tuberculosis seldom develops 
in the healthy, well nourished body. 
The early adult year are particu- 
larly trying, for these years bring 
the physical and mental strain of 
starting work, of marriage and the 
beginning of the new home. To this 
is added, in women, the strain of 
childbearing. The early adult years 
are the years when most of us car- 
ry our heaviest physical and mental 
burdens. 

Underweight due to disease or to 
some abnormal condition of the 
body can be corrected only through 
the removal of the cause. If there 
is no disease, to gain weight we 
must eat more food each day than 
our body needs, just ag when we 
wish to reduce weight we must eat 
less food than our body uses. 

The person who is underweight’ 
needs added rest. He should spend 
more hours in bed at night, take a 
noon-day rest (if for only ten 
minutes) and a rest before meals 
so that he will not take food when 
his body is fatigued. He should 
spend ag much time as possible in 
the open air and avoid strenuous 
exercise. Welking is an excellent 
form of exercise for the person who 
is underweight as it keeps him out 
of ‘doors and does not cause fatigue. 
‘Pood, rest, fresh air and sunshine 
are the means which are available 
to build up strong, healthy bodies. 
They must be made use of regularly 
and 


maintained.
